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ABSTRACT : 

PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To sufficiently clean food materials such 
as green vegetables and the like by applying ultrasonic vibration 
to water in a water tank by subjecting the water tank to ultrasonic 
vibration and then shaking a cage in which cleaning object matters 
are placed by a shaking means. 

SOLUTION: When a food material such as green vegetable or the 
like is cleaned, water is reserved in a water tank 2 and a cleaning 
object matter such as green vegetable or the like is contained in a 
shaking cage 4. When a switch on an operation panel 6 is turned on, 
an ultrasonic vibration generating means 3 is activated and 
generates ultrasonic vibration. The ultrasonic vibration is 
transmitted to the water in the water tank 2 through an outer wall 
of the water tank 2 and further transmitted to the cleaning object 
matter. Contaminants and bacteria adhering on the cleaning object 
matter start separating by this vibration . That is, the 
contaminants are separated by cavitation effect caused by the 
ultrasonic wave. Then, e.g. after an elapse of 5 minutes, the 
ultrasonic wave generating means 3 is stooped and a shaking means 5 
is activated so as to shake the shaking cage 4. By this shaking, 
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the contaminants and bacteria which are not separated by the 
ultrasonic vibration are forcedly separated from the cleaning 
object matter. 
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
